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“Authority Cannot Be Divided” 

In a decision that a sit-down strike by the 
crew of a ship is mutiny, even though the vessel 
is in port, the United States supreme court 
stated “authority cannot be divided.” It was 
referring to the responsibilities of the captain 
of a ship. “Everyone and everything depend on 
him.” said the court’s majority opinion. “He 
must command and the crew must obey.” 

The same decision might well be applied to 
a nation at war ‘under modern conditions of 


conflict. 

It is axiomatic that in today’s form of total 
war every man, woman and child is involved. 
War is made not only by the fighting forces 
but by the workers in the factories, the farmers 
in the fields, the students in the schools, the 
civilian population everywhere. 

Under dictatorship there is no question as 
to the authority of command. Ths leader who 
has seized control gives the orders and the 
entire nation can but obey. 

In democracies there is no such instant and 
unquestioning obedience. There are too many 
factions and parties and groups. Decisions must 
be arrived at by a process of debate. Thus the 
democracies, when it comes to the waging of 
war, are handicapped. 

In wartime, however, there should be a 
temporary abandonment of democratic meth- 
ods. Having chosen our national leader the 
exigencies of war demand we give that leader 
full authority, that we do not weaken him by 
criticism and argument, that we give to him, 
and through him to the nation, the added 
strength of our unquestioning obedience to 
orders. 

The captain is responsible for the safety of 
the ship and all on it. 

The commander is responsible for the out- 
come of the battle. 

There can be no division of responsibility 
nor of authority there. 

And we all, as members of the crew of the 
ship of state, must render obedience and faith 
to our chosen captain, our selected commander, 
during these critical days of war storms through 
which we pass. 

To disobey, to strike, to weaken the nation’s 
strength by creating dissension or doubt, is to 
mutiny. That is all. Whether we be workers, 
employers, cgntractors, farmers or private citi- 
zens, we are guility of national mutiny when 
we do not perform, gladly, all duties assigned 
to us. . 

Authority cannot be divided, whether it be 
on ship, in the Army or in the national leader- 
ship, when the fate of us all depends upon the 
outcome of the conflict.

, The Salute of Honor 

Once again, soldiers of the United States 
Army and their officers are seen exchanging 
the salute on city streets. For a short time, 
this exchange of salute, off the precincts of 
Army posts, was abandoned. 

Officers of other armed services were more 
or less flabbergasted by this innovation and 
they probably felt themselves justified when 
the regulation was changed to reinstate an 
exchange of salutes whether on or off an Army 
post. The first order probably resulted from a 
misguided solicitude of those in authority for 
the citizen soldier. The attitude which re- 
sulted in the suspension of the salute off the 
post was the same as that indicated in the 
descriptive matter under a picture recently 
printed which said that enlisted men now are 
“required” to salute officers when they meet 
them on the street. 

This attitude brings up the question of the 
history of the salute. Its origin is shrouded 
in the mists of the history of ages long gone. 
We know that salutes have been exchanged 
by fighting men from time immemorial. In 
days when men wore no uniform, it signi- 
fied friendship. In the code of- the times 
it meant that no attack would follow the 
Salute of the upraised arm. During the pe- 
riod when knighthood meant the burden of 
carrying arms, the salute as we know it today 
had its birth. Armor covered the body from 
head to toe. Since the left hand held the 
reins, these men of fighting breed used the 
right to raise the visor of their helmet, thus 
displaying their friendship to the similarly 
clad knight encountered. 

In the Middle Ages, so-called gentlemen 
carried swords and wore capes. The upraised 
right hand guaranteed that no attack would 
follow a meeting on the street. The upraised 
right hand we know well—it is the salute of 
the Nazi, descendant of the ‘rogue of the 
Middle Ages. 

The salute of the knight in armor still is 
the salute of the men of the armed services 
of the United States. It is not “required” of 
enlisted men any more than it is required 
of officers. It is the greeting of honorable 
men of the'fighting forces, unique in its form. 

The salute and discipline go hand in hand. 
It is not peculiar to enlisted men. General 
Pershing once said “Send me men who can 
shoot and salute.” For the man—be he offi- 
cer or enlisted man—cannot shoot effectively 
if he does not realize the salute is not a mark 
of difference but of fraternity. 

Perhaps some enlisted men and officers of 
the armed services will “gripe” about the sa- 
lute. If they do, it may well be assumed they 
are ignorant of the honor inherent in the 
salute. 

We who wear civilian clothes cannot, in 
all honor, give that salute. It is reserved for 
those who wear the khaki, the blue and the 
forest green. It is the greeting of fighting men.

Profit limitation during wartimes is a subject on which nearly 
everyone agrees in principle. President Roose- 
velt set the thesis some time ago when he said 
no millionaires would be made out of this war. 
No one wants to see a lot of people get rich 
out of the war effort, paid for by the taxpayers’ 
money. Only a few grafters and selfish self- 
seekers are trying to. Industry, on the whole, 
has responded nobly to the national emer- 
gency. 

But because of the selfish few it is neces- 
sary to enact protective legislation on profit 
limitation, just as it is to maintain a police 
force to protect society against a minority of 
lawbreakers. . 

Both houses of congress have been consid- 
ering bills on the subject. They are being con- 
sidered in the orderly way. The best brains of 
the government and the country were sum- 
moned to give their views on the intricate and 

~ difficult problem. In addition, a new tax bill, 
the proper place for any profit limitation legislation,)is now under- 
going hearings before the House Ways and Means Committee. 

In the midst of these several ‘procedures, some unthinking mem- 


ber of the house offered an amendment to the sixth supplemental 


defense appropriation bill providing that no part of the funds should 
be paid in liquidation of a war contract involving a profit greater 
than 6 per cent. The amendment was offered at a time when only 
a handful of the house membership was on the floor. It passed 
without a dissenting vote. No one so much as questioned it. 

A few days later the Senate Appropriations 


JUST AS BAD 

Committee struct out the impractical provi- 
sion, but inserted in lieu one that was equally bad. The senate 
committee amendment called for a graduated scale of profit limita- 
tion, ranging from 10 per cent on contracts of $100,000 to 2 per cent 
on those in excess of $50,000,000. It did so in the face of opposi- 
tion from Donald Nelson, head of the War Production Board, and 
a lot of other officials high’and low in the government. 

The whole business is extremely half-baked and poorly con- 
sidered. Senator Walter F. George, chairman of the Senate Finance 
Committee, and certainly the leading authority on financial affairs 
in the chamber, will make an effort to defeat the proposal, not on 
the grounds of opposition to profit limitation legislation, but in the 
hope of having it considered through the regular channels and in 
the regular way. 

He will point out to the senate that the result of the committee 
graduated scale will be to force contractors to break up their con- 
tracts into smaller parts as a means of taking advantage of the 
higher allowable profits. Instead of taking a contract for $50,000,- 
000 worth of munitions, a manufacturer, he reminds, will simply 
ask for 50 contracts at a million each. 


NOT TO BATTLESHIPS That will be well enough for pro- 


ducers of war goods which can be 
broken up into units of delivery, such as planes and guns and tanks. 
But it will hardly apply to the builder of battleships. These cost 
$50,000,000 to $80,000,000 each and require three and four years to 
build. A profit of 2 per cent on battleship contracts, spread over 
a period of several years, would be grossly unfair to the stockhold- 
ers, Just as a quick turnover contract at 8 or 10 per cent would be 
highly advantageous to manufacturers of shells. 
Before rushing headlong into new profits legislation, Senator 


George thinks it would be wise for congress to consider the work- 
‘ings of the excess profits tax enacted at the last session. 


The re- 
turns of March 15 have hardly been ‘in long enough for the Treasury 
to make a proper analysis of them. We haven't had a new enact- 
oo on the subject since Pearl Harbor, but we have hardly had 
ime. 

The trouble with congress is that it became panicky over the 
public reaction to disclosures of the House Naval Affairs Com- 
mittee, under leadership of Representative Carl Vinson, showing 
some war,contractors to be making exorbitant profits. The Jack & 
Heintz case brought demands from the country for a stoppage of 
practice of war beneficiaries paying heavy salaries and bonuses to 
officials and employes. :

evening in Atlanta on the subject of the war and us, 
At the end of the lecture there was an intermission, during 
which time unsigned questions were sent up. Obviously only a few 
could be answered. An effort was made to 
classify them, hurriedly and therefore ineffi- 
ciently, into groups—those about India, those 
about Russia, and so on.

“Please explain the Selective Service Act. Is it true this 
act was made so that politicians can exempt their proteges?” 
“What has God to do with it?” 
There were others which bordered on these questions. 
not imagine where such fantastic thinking originates. 
analyzes, one finds reasons for some of it. 


LYING PROPAGANDISTS'§ The average person scoffs at 


propaganda, yet it always finds 
a few persons to believe it. The fake astrologists, who say the 
stars are against what this country is doing, sell many of their 
predictions. They are in the hire of enemy agents. The. same 
enenry forces try to create distrust in the Selective Service Act and 
its administration. The act has been administered with fewer com- 
plaints than was believed possible. No one has been able to play 
favorites. The instances of illegal deferments have been aimost 
negligible and all have been discovered and jail sentences imposed, 

There is but a meager amount of rubber to be had from Mex- 
ico, and plants must be built to produce it. 

There may not be a severe shortage of sugar. The government 
announced two weeks ago that a shuttle system was in action and 
that it might avoid, and certainly would alleviate, the sugar short- 
age. Certain sources of sugar, the Philippines notably, are gone, 
Tremendous amounts are being used to make alcohol, which is in 
turn used in manufacturing explosives. 

Always remember this: the enemy constantly is trying to make 
you distrust your government and its conduct of the war. The 
efforts are clever. They appear to come from reliable sources. 
They want you to doubt your leaders, your Army, your selective 
service, your country’s rationing boards. 

They want you to doubt, to worry, to lose faith. 

Our leaders are going to make mistakes. They are human. 
Yet we must remember they are doing their honest best. 

Don’t let the clever enemy, dressed in patriotic clothing, fool you 
with his letters, his pamphlets, his cards, his rumors. 


Your country needs your faith. 

GOD’S PLACE The two fantastic questions about God were 

produced by Miss Thompson's statement that 
this country, and all countries, must give God a place in the war 
and its planning and thinking. 

She was saying that a people must believe in something; must 
have values of decency, integrity and honor. 

Still others wanted to know how we could work with Russia, 
since Russia did not believe in God. 

She replied that the church had grown corrupt before the revo- 
lution, but that already Russia was swinging the other way. The 
churches are open. The country which once, in its violent reac- 
tion following the revolution, wanted to destroy the family, which 
urged birth control, which promoted divorce by the filing of notice, 
now protects the family, no longer teaches birth control, makes 
divorce more difficult and marriage less easy. 

She said, truthfully, that while the Russian government had been 
cruel, it had not been and was not now, corrupt as is the govern- 
—— of Germany and as were the governments of some other 
nations. 

She said that our standard of living, as determined by the num- 
ber of luxuries one had, was gone. She hoped for good. 

She said there was nothing wrong with the profit system if 
that system worked for the benefit of its community. There was 
no justification for it, she said, if it existed for profit only. (I saw 
one of our town’s leading bankers nodding his head in assent as 
I looked out at the audience.) 

It was a good meeting. Naturally it produced questions. Mast 
of them asked when the war would end. Next were those which 
asked questions on various, phases of the war. The economic ques- 
tions were few. 

And—inevitably—the fantastic questions, indicating ominous 
mental twists and beliefs—were present.

But the strongest of all motives is desire, and conscience alone 
seldom has the power to control man’s appetites. Therefore the 
strong and cunning, being unrestrained, have throughout history 
preyed upon, exploited, used and robbed the simple and the weak. 

This means that the evil or wrong in man has dominated most 
of the earth throughout the ages, and nations have been governed 
in ways that are contrary to the law of life and the plan of nature. 

That plan of life, based on the fact that man’s freedom and 
dignity are natural, is simple and easy to comprehend. 

Out of his instincts and the necessities of his nature, man has 
evolved this creed and this plan: With the guidance of God to 
establish the brotherhood of man, through love and mercy and 
justice. 

It is a creed and a plan of life that guarantees man’s freedom 
and preserves his dignity and self-respect. 

He knows it conforms to the plan of nature, for it satisfies him 
and develops his finest capacities, and any plan that opposes it 
offends him and debases him.

American Craft Destroy 
or Damage Total of 


23 Ships. 


| WASHINGTON, April 7.—(#)— 
A daring American’ § submarine, 
striking directly at Japanese ship- 
ping in the hazardous waters of 
the China sea, has sunk two mer- 
chant vessels totaling 15,000 tons, 
the Navy announced tonight. 

It was the third Navy. communi- 
que in four days dealing with the 
successes of the far-ranging Amer- 
ican underseas raiders against the 
extended Japanese supply lines. 
The three announcements listed 12 
Japanese vessels, including two 
light cruisers, as sunk or damaged. 

Altogether, American- subma- 
rines have destroyed or damaged 
93 Ja@yanese ships in the Pacific 
theater. 

The latest victims were identi- 
fied as a 10,000-ton combination 
cargo and passenger ship and a 
5,000-ton cargo vessel. Yesterday, 
the Navy disclosed that two sub- 
mersibles had sunk three Japa- 
nese ships. One raider sent two 
heavily-laden tankers to the bot- 
tom near the Caroline islands, 
just east of the Philippines, while 
the other blasted a freighter in 
Japanese waters.
